N Thurſday Fune the oth, EDMUND AUDLEZY, of 
Mi che Pariſh of St. Ann Agnus, in the Ward of Alderſ- 
kate, was Indicted for the Murder of Hannah Bulle- 


ſhe inſtancly died. He was a 2d time Indicted on the Statute of 
Stabbing, and a 3d time on the Coroners Inqueſt. But upon the 
queſtion, Guilty, or not Guilty, the Priſoner ſaid, he appeal'd from 

he Bench to the King for Juſtice, and declar d that ſeveral of 
the Judges, and other Gentlemen of the Kingdom, were con- 
cerned in a Plot againſt the King, and to introduce the late King 
James. But after long refuſal, upon the Judges repeating the 


Sentence againſt thoſe who refuſe to plead, at laſt he pleaded 

not guilty of the Murder, but ſaid he owned the killing of the De- 
calls

ed. And upon the Queſtion, Bom he would be tried, he 
nſwered, By God and the King; and continued in that fooliſh ob- 


ſtinacy for a conſiderable time. Upon the Jurys being ſworn, the 


Priſoner ſaid, he Excepted againſt them all, by reaſon of his Ap- 
peal, and their being Strangersro him: Whereupon a ſufficienc 
number of Jury-men were ſummon'd, that he might make what 
Exceptions the Law allawed ; bur after he had had that Benefit, 
he likewiſe excepted againſt rhe reſt, as alſo againſt the Judges 


themſelves, and deſired he might be tried at the King's-Bench, 


adding chat he would not be tryed by thoſe that were Enemies to 
the King and Government. But all his. trifling Objections being 
laid afide, the Court proceeded to his Trial. | 

The firſt Evidence depoſed, That as ſhe was fitting at her own 
Shop- door, ſhe ſaw a man fire a Piſtol at the Deceaſed, who 
thereupon look d back, and went haſtily into a Shop, where he 
fired another at her; whereupon the Evidence went into the 


Shop, where ſhe found the Woman dead. Another Evidence de- 


poſed, that the Deceaſed came frightned into her Shop, follow- 
| ed by the Priſoner, who fired a Piſtol at her, and ſhot her dead; 
and the Priſoner ſaid, ſhe had Treaſon in her Houſe, and he 
would kill Queen Mary, and went out with his Sword drawn. 
Another depoſed, that ſhe ſaw the Deceaſed enter the Shop, and 
ſhot at by the Priſoner ; upon which the Deceaſed laid her Hand 
on her back, and ſaid ſhe was kill'd : and the Evidence taking hold 
of the Priſoners Arm, ſaid, he was the Villain that kill'd the Wo- 
man; upon which he cockt a Piſtol at her, and then went off. 
A 4th Evidence depoſed, that coming accidentally by, he was in- 
formed of the matter; and coming up to the Priſoner, who was 
ſtanding wich a drawn Sword in one Hand, and a Piſtol cockt in 
the other, he drew his Sword; and the Priſoner making one 
* Paſs at him, and after that another, he returned it; upon which 
the Priſoner retired; bur he 5 up cloſe to him, rook the 
Sword from him, who let the Piſtol drop, but put his Hand to 
a lathing Hammer which he had in his Breeches, with which he 
attempred to knock down the Evidence; but the blow being 
averted, the Priſoner was totally difatm'd. The Evidence ſur- 
ther . that they ſaw the Deceaſed running, and the Pri- 
ſoner fo 
her when ſhe was in the Shop, having heard another go off be- 
fore; and chat they ſaw the Priſoner come out of the Shop with 
a drawn Sword in one Hand, and a Piſtol in the other, endeavour- 
ing to eſcape, and heard him ſay, he had killed Queen Mary, who 
had been there Incognito; and ſeeing he could not have Juſtice 
done, he had done himſelf Juſtice. The Surgeon depoſed, that 
he took the two leaden Bullets out of the Deceaſed's Body. Se- 
veral of the Evidence declared, that they never perceived any 
thing of the Priſoner's being troubled with 1 
zie; and ſome of them depoſed that they had heard him preach, 
and could perceive no ſuch thing by his Diſcourſe or Behaviour. 
The priſoner in his Defence ſaid, he made his Appeal from the 
Court to the King, knowing that ſome of the Judges, c. were con- 
cerned in a Plot againſt the King, and that it could be proved, and 
that he did not think fit to be tried by chem; however, he ſaid, 
he would make a Declaration, viz. That the Deceaſed with ſome 
others were concerned in the Plot, and dat he had endeavoured 
to get a Warrant againſt her; thar he had written ſeveral Letters 
to the King, informing him of the Plot; and that the late King 
ames, his Queen, and the pretended Prince of Wales were in 
own; and that he defired Aſſiſtance to ſeize them, and ſeveral 
others, elſe he would ſeize one of them himſelf; and that if any 
Bloodſhed followed, he took thoſe to whom he had made Ap- 
plication to witneſs, c. And being ask'd ſome Queſtions about 
the Intimation he had of his pretended Plot, he ſaid he would 
make no Confeffion in publick Court, being it would be a way 
for the Plotters to eſcape. He ſaid he own d the killing of the 
Woman, but declar'd it was not Murder, becauſe where Magi- 
ſtrates refuſe to put the Laws in execution, he conceived it. was 
in che Power of private Perſons to do it for their own ſafery, and 
the good of the Nation. He defired to know if. the Sheriffs had

But ſhe telling 
the Priſoner that if the Indorſment was not altered, it would not

Letters wrir on paper with it, but it waſhed the paper alſo: On 
which ſhe told him ſhe knew of a perſon at Oxford who had of 
that ſort of Water very good; whereupon he deſired her to write 
for ſome, ſaying, he had not brought his own to perfection. 
The Goldſmiths Servant depoſed, that the firſt Evidence and a- 
nother Woman brought the Bill ro his Maſter's Shop to buy ſome 
Plate, and wanted the overplus in 5 J. Exchequer ius; but ſuſ- 
peRting it to be falſe, he ſtopt it, and carried the Bill to the Ex- 
chequers where it was found to be ſo: and that two ſeveral 
etterg were ſent by a Porter to his Maſter fof the Bill: At the 
receiving the latter, he dogg d the Porter to the place where the 
firſt Evidence was, whom he ſeized and carried to the Excheguer.

The Priſoner in his defence, endeavoured ro leſſen the TelK- 
monies of the Evidence, by inſinuating, chat they were contra- 
diftory and i nt. He call'd abundance of Perſons to his 
Reputation, two of whom ſecmed to confirm part of the Teſti- 
mony'of the King's Evidence. He inſiſted a long time uon 
the Nicery, that the alrering the Sum in he Bill, could not 
be underſtood to be a Forging or Counterfeiting, and ſo not un- 
der the Statute; but was fully anſwer d and confuted by rhe 
Bench as co that Point. Upon the whole matter, the Jury brought 
Felony, without bencar
